No. E,13016/3/75-VSP(HLB).— In supersession of this 
Ministry’s Resolution No. F.22/4/69-JL(Admn) dated the 
10th February. 1972 and Public Notice No. F.22/4/69- 
ILCAdmn) dated the 8th March, 1972 issued thereunder, the 
Government of India, in the Ministry of l^aw, Justice and 
Company Affairs, Legislative Department, have decided to re- 
vise the scheme for writing, translating and publication of 
standard law books in the Hindi language for use as text 
books or reference books in the 

(i) LL.B. classes of Universities and Colleges; 

(ii) the use of lawyers practising In law courts and 

(iii) the Judiciary. 

2. The main features of the scheme are as follows : — 

(i) Award of prizes to the best law books written/ 
published in Hindi language in any calendar year. 

(ii) Special assignments for getting original law books 
written in the Hindi language on selected subjects 
and Leading Cases by selected authors on contract 
basis; and 

(iii) Getting selected law books which have acquired the 
status of classics to be translated into the Hindi 
language by selected Translators on contract basis, 


3, The detailed terms and conditions pertaining to each of 
the three parts of the scheme arc as under ; 

( 1 ) Award of prizes to the best law books written/pub- 
lished in Hindi language in any calendar year. 

(1) In each calendar year, there shall ordinarily 
be one prize reserved lor each branch of law 
and it shall be of an amount of Rs, 10,000 
(Rupees ten thousand only). 

Provided that the books writtcn/published in 
pursuance of a contract with, or under any 
scheme sponsored by the Central Government or 
any State Government or any institution or 
organisation receiving aid from any of the Gov- 
ernments aforesaid, shall not be eligible for the 
award of prize. 

(ii) If in any year no book is adjudged fit to qualify 
for the- award of a prize in any branch of law. 
no prize would be awarded. The Government 
of India may award an amount by way of con- 
solation prize on the basis of the quality, con- 
tent and literary excellence of a book or books 
but the total amount of consolation prizes in 
any one branch of law shall not ordinarily ex- 
ceed Rs. 5,000 (Rupees Five thousand only). 

(iii) The author who submits his book for being 
considered for the award of a prize shall not 
lose his copyright therein, 

(iv) The Government of India may of its own also 
include for consideration any hook /manuscript 
for the award of a prize. 

(v) The translation of a book shall not be consi- 
dered for the award of n prize. 

(vi) Books or manuscripts shall be submitted to the 
Vidhi Sahitva Prakashan alongwith the prescrib- 
ed Entry Form bv the date specified for the 

purpose. Books or Manuscripts submitted after 
that date shall not be considered. 

(vii) The author of a book shall generally use the 
Hindi legal terms occurring in the authoritative 
Hindi texts of the Central Acts or State Acts, 
as the case may be, and the Hindi legal terms 
contained in the English-Hlndi Glossary publish- 
ed by the Official Language (Legislative) Com- 
mission, in the Ministrv of Law, Justice & Com- 
pany Affairs, for identical or similar expressions 
used in the book. 

(viii) Reference to and quotations from judgcmenis 
shall, as far as possible, be from the two 
Hindi Law Reports, namely ‘Ucbcbafama 
Nvayalava Nirnava Patrika’ and ‘Uchcha Nva- 
valava Nirnava Patrika’, published by the Vidhi 
Sahitya Prakashan. 

(ix) Tf an unpublished work is selected for a prize, 
the prize money shall be paid only after the 
book has been published bv the author without 
unv assistance from the Central Government, 
State Government or anv institution or organi- 
sation receiving aid from any of the Govern- 
ments aforesaid.

ACQUIRED THE STAT US OF CLASSICS TO BE TRANS- 
LAlED INTO HINDI. 

(i ) The Government have undertaken to get selected books 
wlucn have acquired the status of classics translated and pub- 
lished in Hindi. 

fii) The books to be translated shall be chosen by Govern- 
ment on the basis of books recommended as reverence books 
by the Universities in India and books highly valued by the 
members of the Bench and the Bar, 

(.in) Any person who holds a good degree in Law, has good 
acquaintance with the subject dealt whnin the book, has 
an adequate knowledge of tile Hindi language and is found 
capable of undertaking translation of legal literature in Hindi, 
may be assigned translation work. 

(iv) Each person offering to undertake the work of trans- 
lation or any such book shall have to enter into an agree- 
ment in this regard. The whole work of translation of the 
allotted book snail be completed within the time specified 
in ihe agreement or within such extended time as the Gov- 
ernment in its discretion may grunt on the written request 
of the oilier party to the agreement. 

( v ) The amount payable for the completed and approved 
translation shall be at the rate of Rs. 11)/- (Rupees ten 
only) for every 400 words translated. The payment shall be 
made hi iwo instalments, the first instalment of 40% of 
the lotal remuneration shall be paid on approval of the 
translation work and the second instalment of 60% shall be 
paid on publication of the book by the Government. 

(vi) Each chapter of the book immediately after its trans- 
lation shall he submitted to the Government. Any amend- 
ments, modifications or changes suggested by the Govern- 
ment shall be accepted by the Translator and shall be carried 
out by him, 

(vii) The Translator shall generally make use of Hindi 
legal terms which have been used in the authoritative Hindi 
text of the Central Acts or State Afts as the case may bo 
and the Hindi legal terms approved by the Official Langu- 
age (Legislative) Commission and given in the Glossary 
(English-Hindi ) published by the Commission, for express- 
ing identical or similar concepts. 

(viii) In the event of the translation work not proceed- 
ing in accordance with the speed requisite for its completion 
within tire stipulated time or within the extended time as 
may have been granted by Government or its not being of 
the standard acceptable to ihe Government, the Government 
shall have the right to terminate the agreement without mak- 
ing any payment. The decision of the Government in this 
regard shall be final and binding on all the parties to tho 
agreement. 

(ix) The Government of India shall undertake to obtain 
the permission for publication oi the translation from the 
copyright holder of the book to be translated, 

tx) The Government ol India shall have the sole right 
to publish the translation subject to ihe conditions agreed 
upon wilh the copyright holders ol the parent book.
